A terrorist returning to Syria from 

Israel-held territory was hit by Is- 
raeli fire yesterday morning and is 
thought to have been killed. 

The man, wearing a while kafive 
and khak! bush jacket, was hit in 
ne-man's-land, not far from the 
cease-fire line at Nahal Golan where, 
earler in the morning, an Israell 
petrol had come under terrorist at- 
tack. 

It was the first incident reported 
along the Syrian border in almost 
& month. 

At about 8.30 yesterday morning, 
an Israeli patrol came under small- 


arms fire east of Nahal Golan on 
the Golan Heights, There were 50 
casualties and no damage was caus- 
ed. 

Security forces which arrived 
shortly afterwards discovered se- 
veral bazookas ning the path 
which the patrol was to have tak- 
en, The bazookas were connected to 
electronic firing devices, which were 
immediately dismantled. 

A loud exploston greeted soidiers 
who arrived to investigate the at- 
tack, but again no damage was 
caused. Investigation revealed that 
the infiltrators had detonated 2 10- 
kilo charge, probably almed at block- 
ing the soldiers’ path. 


At about 11.15 three or four men 
were seen attempting to cross into 
Syria from near the scene of the 
attack, The Israeli patrol opened 
fire and one of the men was hit 
while in mno-man’s-land and is 
thought.to have been killed. Neither 
side~had attempted to extricate the 
body by last alight. 

There was no clear explanation as 
to why the Syrians had decided to 
open their border to the terrorists 
after almost a month of quiet. 


Cyprus gunmen raid

MICOSLA (Reuter), — Cyprus was 
rocked by explosions and gunfights 
early yesterday with a growing 
threat of civil war among the 
island's Greek-speaking” community.

The Knesset yesterday voted 
down 2 private members bill 
which would introduce legal con- 
trols and statutory inspection at 
elections for voluntary public 
associations. It was presented by 
the State List’s Yigal Horowitz. 

The bili was modelled ona similar 
bill tabled last year by Gahal’s 
Yoram Eridor which sought legal 
controlg on all public bodies with 
ἃ membership of 100,000 and up. 
It wes obviously tailored to fit the 
Histadrut. 


Interior Minister Yosef Burg. 
replying for the Government, said 
that the wording of the State List 
bill was so vague that it could ap- 
ply to some 10,000 associations. 
The Government could not and 
would not be watchdog to synagogue 
associations, immigrant federations, 
works committees, B'nai B'rith, 
Rotary and the like, he satd. 

The Minister said that while the 
issue is grave, it was up to the 
State List to draft Lomkewtret 

manner. He sugg a 
Ene’ Knesset could not relate to a 


matter which concerned the Hist- 


adrut, when not all ΜΞ were 
members of the labour federation. 

During the vote. which rejected 
the bill by 26 to 16, the State Liat's 
Zalmon Shoval shouted that its op- 
ponents were in favour of forgery. 

Mr. Horowitz said that elections 
to public bodies whose membership 
system is voluntary should be sub- 
ject to the same rules and regula- 
tons as all other public bodies. 
This was the only way to eliminate 
suspicion of forgery, bribery or 
the kind of pressure on voters as 
had occurred recently in the Civil 
Servants Union election. 

Forgery of ballots at voting time 
is worse than stealing, Mr. Horo- 
witz said. Party enthusiasts, who 
would never steal a penny in their 
lives, yhink nothing of stealing 
votes. 

Mr. Horowitz said jt was strange 
for the Government to seek stat- 
utory enforcement procedures in 
voluntary associations like moshav 
cooperative villages — through the 
controversial Moshav Law now in 
Committee — but to shun such 
powers in voluntary bodies, like the 
Histadrut. 


Mu’adi calls for 
citizenship for 
Golan Druse

ACRE. — Deputy Communications 
Minister Sheikh Jaber Mu’adt yes" 
terday appealed to the Governmen 
to grant the Druse in Golan Israeli 
citizenship. ‘It wili make it clear 
to the Druse there that the Gov- 
ernment will not withdraw from 
the territory or abandon its popu- 
lation.” 

He called for the abolition of 
Military Government and the estab- 
lishment of a district council that 
would look after the interests of 
the 8,000 Druse who live in four 
villages in the Golan.

“The 
position of the Golan Druse is dif- 
ferent from those in Israel in two 
respects: They are not Israeli citi- 
zens and they live within the range 
of Syrian artillery,” he declared.

The Jerusalem ‘Sephardi Com- 
munity Council and the Knesset 
Israel Committee have asked the 
Magistrates’ Court to evict 30 Arab 
families living on the site of the 
Tomb of Shimon Hatzadik (Simon 
the Just), in East Jerusalem. 

The 17.5 dunam plot belonged to 
the two organizations before the 
1948 War of Independence, they 
claimed. It had been used by pil- 
grims as a prayer site. 

Some time after 1948, they said, 
a number of houses were built there 
for Arab refugees, while other build- 
ings, already on the site, were 
claimed by East Jerusalem residents 
who now collect rent from families 
residing in them. 


Tax relief for

The regulation exempting students 
at institutions of higher learning 
from income tax will be extended 
to apply to students at teachers 
seminaries, the Finance Ministry 
announced yesterday. 

The seminary students announced 
on Monday that they will hold a 
warning strike today.

Seven of 
them were fined IL100 each, and 
the other three received suspended 
jail sentences and were required 
to post 111,000 bond that they 
would not repeat the offence.

The accident occurred just before 
7 am., when the 6.30 train from 
Haifa reached the level crossing 
next to the Ytong building-block 
Plant near Pardes Hanna, The lo- 
comotive smashed into the tender 
as it crossed the tracks.

Jewish Agency, 
customs men 
held in bribery, 


smuggling case 


HAIFA. — Two Jewish Agency οἵ- 
ficials and a customs clerk from 
Haifa Port have been arrested on 
suspicton of taking bribes to help 
smuggle in tens of thousands of 
pounds worth of goods, ‘“Itim" re- 
ported yesterday. 

Although police have released no 
information about the case, it 1s 
believed that it involves an organiz- 
ed smuggling ring that exploited 
the duty-free rights of new {mmig- 


toms clerk Zvi Zippin. Zippin is 
accused of offering a IL2,000 bribe 
to a Jewish Agency official who, in 
return, authorized movement of a 
“new immigrant's lift" to a bonded 
warehouse outside the port, As the 
investigation continued, two Agency 
employees and three new immigrants 
were arrested. 

The newcomers allegedly abused 
their import privileges to bring in 
large quantifies of saleable goods 
— including television seta, electri- 
cal appliances and tens of thousands 
of Parker pens. 

(Last month two customs clerks 
at Lod Airport were arrested on 
suspicion of taking bribes to clear 

through the customs shed 
there. They have not yet been tried.)

Arabs held in Vienna 
planned to hijack train 
carrying Soviet Jews 


BEIRUT. — Three Palestinians ar- 
rested last month in Austria plan- 
ned to hijack a trai carrying So- 
viet Jews from Moscow on their 
way to Israel, a Beirut newspaper 
reported yesterday. 

‘The Arabs, travelling on false 
Israel passports, were members of 
the Black September organization. 
Their plan was leaked to the Soviet 
Union by Eu Communists, 
pecoey, British, who were close 

rrorist group, according to 
ee French-language “L’Orient-Le 
four." 

The Russians, in turn, reportedly 
tipped off the Austrian authorities 
before the operation could get un- 
der way. The three Arabs were seized. 
as they entered the country and 
subsquently expelled from Austria. 
They denied any connection with 
terrorist groups, saying they came 
to Vienna to smuggle drugs. 

Terrorist sources told the news- 
paper the Black Septemberists were 
undeterred by their Austrian faiture 
and would strike again in an “ope- 
ration of equal dimensions in the 
near future, possibly this month.” 

The three Palestinians planned to 
take over the Moscow-to-Vienna 
train, disconnect the cars in which 
the Jews were travelling, then de- 
mand safe-conduct for themselves 
and their hostages to an unnam 
“friendly country," according to the 
newspaper.

Sadat’s ‘Kissinger’ 
meets with Gromyko 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Foretgn Minis- 
ter Andrel Gromyko held intensive 
talks with Egyptian President An- 
war Sadat's national security ad- 
viser yesterday in an effort to work 
out a common approach to a Middle 
East peace settlement. 

Gromyko devoted much of his 
working day to meetings with the 
Egyptian official, Hafez Ismail, who 
arrived from Cairo Tuesday night. 


Following more than an hour of 
talks yesterday morning, Gromyko 
hosted a luncheon for Ismail at the 
foreign ministry. Then the two men 
returned to the formal talks late 
yesterday afternoon, Egyptian off- 
tials said. 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
described the talks as friendly and 
said they involved “a circumstan- 
tial exchange of opinions on a wide 
range of questions connected with 
the Middle East situation. Egyptian 
officials also declined to discuss the 
talks in detail. 

But political sources in Cairo 
sald earlier that the purpose of 
Ismail's visit was to coordinate 
BEgyptian-Soviet policies regarding 


an American plan to ‘bring Israel 
and Egypt into indirect talks 
through an Am an intermediary. 

The sources sail Egypt has been 
informed that the U.S. will revive 
this proposal, firs: put forward in 
1971, sometime ‘his spring. The 
talks woukl be aimed at an interim 
agreement on reopening the Suez 
Canal. 

Ismail, whom Sedat has described 
as, “My er,” carried a letter 
from Sadat to Leonid Brezhnev, 
general secretary οὐ the Communist 
party. But Egyptian sources sald 
they had no information on ἃ pos- 
sible Ismail meeting with Brezhnev. 

Gromyko and Ismail exchanged 
brief toasts at the luncheon, pledg- 
ing cooperation between their coun- 
tries, Egyptian officials said. 

First Deputy Premier Kirill Ma- 


zurov, a il member of the 
ruling Politburo, attended the 
luncheon. 


Egyptian officials satd Ismail had 
no activities planned for last night. 
‘The schedule for today had not yet 
been worked out, except for a 
luncheon that Ambassador Abdel 
Kader is hosting for Gromyko.

Ulster is crippled for fatal do 


by one-day strike 


BELFAST (UPI). — Protestant 
militants crippled Northern Ireland 
yesterday with a general strike 
that slashed power suppites, closed 
shops and schools, brought factories 
to a standstill and kept tens of 
‘thousands of workers at home. 

Militant Protestant leaders called 
the one-day strike to protest the 
jailing without triaf of the first two 
Protestants held under anti-terror- 
ism laws. Dozens of Roman Catho- 
lies have been similariy jafled. 

Machinegun fire raked mourners 
at a guerrilla funeral and a mob 
of howling Protestants stormed the 
home of a Roman Catholic priest 
and set his church ablaze. 

The attack on the funeral pro- 
cession came as the coffins of three 
teenage IRA volunteers, killed in a 
shootout avith the British Army at 
the weekend, were being carried up 
the Fails Road. Two bursts of fire 
rang out. An 11-year-old boy and 
8 man aged 45 among the thou- 
sands of Roman Catholic mourners 
fell wounded. 

A soldier said: “At first everyone 
thought it was the traditional salute 
of shots being fired over the coffins 
— then they realized it was an at- 
tack and hit the deck.” 

POLICE ATTACKED 

While the cortege was being, at- 
tacked, Protestant youths in east 
Belfast attacked police stations with 
bricks and stones and another group 
lnvaded St. Anthony's Catholic 
church, setting it ablaze. Then the 
youths turned to the adjacent home 
of the parish priest. The priest's 
verrifled housekeeper huddled in a 
room on the second floor while the 
youths smashed everything they 
could find downstairs. 

The Northern Committee of the 
Irish Congress of Trade Unions, 
which opposed the strike, estimated 
120,000 workers stayed at home —

The “Bonner Rundschau" news- 
paper claimed yesterday that Dr.

Why and how to stop 
the inflation spiral 


eR ΒΟΡτ is grumbling about 
inflation. But most people are 
enjoying the unprecedented pros- 
perity and are worried only about 
how long it will last. The game 
ean hardly be spoiled before the 
autumn election. What will happen 
after it? Prudent friends counsel 
preparation for another devaluation 
in 8 year or 40. 


The logic underlying that view is 
fairly evident. Whatever economic 
and social achievements we may 
have scored over the past few years, 
they have been accompanied by a 
substantial, accelerating price rise. 
In the past two years, the Co.L. in- 
creased about 25 per cent, and the 
cost of labour about 38 per cent, 
far beyond the rate of inflation in 
most countries we have to com- 
pete with. . 


Our exporters were helped by the 
devaluation in 1971, first of the dol- 
lar, then of the pound in terms of 
the dollar. But the competitive ad- 
vantage they derived cannot last 
long. Since the devaluation, local 
prices have been rising at an an- 
aual 13 per cent, while export pro- 
ceeds have gained only four per 
cent. 


The import potential of Israel's 
customers is not increasing at the 
rate we would Ike to e: dour 
exports. In the perlod 1968-1970 this 
rate averaged 11 per cent, ie, half 
the actual rate of our export 
growth. In order to achieve that 
growth we would have to have been 
able to undersell our competitors. 
But 15 our production costs continue 
to rise as they have been doing, 
we shall outprice ourselves while 
our import bill must co on increas-~ 
ing rapidly not only owing to our 
srowing needs, but also because of 
world inflation. 


Trade deficit 


In 2973 importa (including {nvi- 
sibles) are expected to rise 19 per 
cent (in dollar terms), while ex- 
ports will advance 15 per cent, re- 
sulting in ἃ 27 per cent increase 
of the foreign trade deficit, and of 
the im. increment forecast only 
$45m. will be due to added defence 
procurements. The prospect for 1974 
must be worse. 

The process will have to be stop- 
ped before very long — by restor- 
ing the exports’ competitive power, 
and by curbing the growth of im- 
ports, in other words, devaluation 
would seem to be the obvious solu- 
tion, 

But this reasoning overlooks the 
fact. that, in the Israel economy, the 


- foreign trade deficit ts not of deci- 


sive importance. Huge though it Is, 
it is regularly exceeded by our 
foreign capital inflow, One may ar- 
gue that we have gone too far in 
piling up foretgn debts, per- 
haps even In luring foreign in- 
vestors, One dey the golden rain 
must peter out.

The dollar gap will not therefore 


force the Government to resort to 


devaluation. Moreover, with 
currency balances including 
those with private banks — head- 
ing towards $2,000m., we could af- 
ford to weather even a spell of a 
negative balance of payments, If 
this factor alone is to be taken 
into account, the cost inflation could 
go on for quite a time yet. 

Indeed the abundance of foreign 
currency is likely to impede deva- 
luation, should it ever become ad- 
visable. Even at the current rate 
of exchange — which may be too 
high from the foreign trade angie 
— this country Is attracting forelgn 
capital (loans, donations, investments, 
immigrants’ transfers, restitution) 
beyond its capacity to absorb. A 
lower exchange rate would turn the 
inflow into a flood, and by increas- 
ing the impact of converted pur- 
chasing power, would let inflation 
run amok, 

One must also bear in mind that, 
apart from the dollars converted 
from foreign sources, we have δ 
vast amount of local deposits link- 
ed to foreign currency to reckon 
with. This amount alone is already 
40 per cent bigger than the inflated 
total of our nreans of payment 


Steady rise 

Whether or not more could have 
been done to check the steady rise 
in money cireulation, the fact 18 
that four-fifths of the money added 
during 1972 stemmed from conver- 
sion of foreign currency, and that 
inflation has become rampant only 
since the last devaluation (even 
though the official! conversion rate 
fs held at 114.20 per dollar while 
the rate actually in use for most 
trade purposes is over ILS), The 
simplest means to combet inflation 
would be to increase our rate of 
exchange, not to reduce it. Or just 
to let our currency float, though 
that is hardiy a practical proposi- 
tion. 

Im any case, the odds are heavily 
agalnst another devaluation, not be- 
cause Mr, Sapir doesn’t Ike the 
idea, but because St does not make 
economic sense, least of all when 
considered against the experience 
of the past year.
